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DETAILED ACTION 

Specification 

1 . The disclosure is objected to because of the following informalities: 

Page 9, line 19, Patent No. 5,190,547, regarding replicator for resecting bone to 
match a pattern, is not a relevant reference and should be deleted. 

Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

2. Claims 1-4 and 9 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by 
Milkovich et al. (US 3,989,768) and Claims 1-3 and 4-9 are rejected under 35 
U.S.C. 1 02(b) as being anticipated by Waack et al. (US 3,235,626) for the same 
rationales as set forth in the previous office action, Paper No. 1 1 . 

Response to Arguments 

3. Applicant's arguments filed on September 1 1 , 2003 have been fully considered 
but they are not persuasive. 

Contrary to applicants' assertion that "Milkovich et al. do not include hydrocarbyl 
groups derived by incorporation of a compound selected from the group consisting of 
conjugated dienes, alkenyl substituted aromatic compounds or mixtures thereof, the 
repeat unit chain of poly(alpha-methylstyrene) of Milkovich's macromer is a hydrocarbyl 
groups derived by incorporation of alkenyl substituted aromatic compound. Alpha- 
methylstyrene is an alkenyl substituted aromatic compound. 

Contrary to applicants' assertion that Waack et al. does not expressly or 
inherently describe a macromonomer having "a hydrocarbyl groups derived by 
incorporation of a compound selected from the group consisting of conjugated dienes, 
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alkenyl substituted aromatic compounds or mixtures thereof, the repeat unit chain of 
butadiene and/or isoprene of Waack's vinyl terminated macromer is a hydrocarbyl 
groups derived by incorporation of conjugated dienes. Both butadiene and isoprene are 
conjugated dienes.
